ing wilh comedian Jan Murray, 
would take Bishop's place to 
keep the show running for a 
while, probably until Christmas. 


Earlier

year-old comedian to terminate 
the show for "multiple rea- 
sons," primarily 
because

For more than two decades' the 
AMA has been receding.from its 
original acrooa - the ,- board 
opposition to health insurance 
program*. Now it espouses pre- 
paid voluntary insurance pro- 
grams, with help from 
the 
federal government in the form 
of tax relief. 
- The Roosevelt Administration 
in 1935 considered a federally 
operated health insurance pro- 
gram, but it was never proposed 
to Congress. A health 
care 
program for the aged was enac- 
ted at last, 30 years later, in 
1966. 


The plan, unofficially known as 


Medicare, provided for the gov- 
ernment to pay part of the costs

People 
on welfare would have their 
insurance financed proportionate- 
ly by the federal, state and local 
governments.

amount their 


insurance exceeded the tax pay- 
ment they owed. 


The AMA is formidable not 


only in money resources but in 
influence. It has 217,212 physi- 
cian members in M affiliated 
medical societies among the 50 
states and four other jurisdic- 
tions. 


A much smaller organization, 


tne American Public Health 
Association, is beginning to chal- 
lenge the AMA, but its leaders 
say they are not about to enter 
into a power strugsrle with the 
nation's doctors.
